finge a Wig, or blacken a new Suit, do yer ferve to do 

Honour to a Conqueror, and to adorn his Entry. 

But without an ory, I thall from time to time 
try to fet my Readers right in their Notions ot Parties. 
Inthe Hiforical Part of my Paper, \ thall give the beft 
Accounts I can of fach Paéts both at Home and Abroad, 
as it is for the good of the Publick to have our People 
fully inform’d of: When I enter upoim Controverfy, i 
fhall Examine whatever Doétrines and Principles are 
broach’d from the Prefs, with a Defign to Miflead and 
Corrupt us ; and which, either by good Wit or f{pécious 
Argument, may win Attention from the Unwary and 
Unskilful, debauch them in their Sentiments of Reli- 

ion and Loyalty, by openly Affaulting, or fecretly Un- 
detminin the Conftitution in Church aid State. 

This Defign, whicl hasall along kept Company 
with my Paper, will in all probability lead me into a 
large Fiel of Matter, during the Rut of the next 
Year ; the Profpest of which, firft induc’d me to repeat 
my Labours, and give them a new Weekly Date. For 
it is not eafie to imagine, how many Incidents of fur- 
prizing Conduct, and ‘how’ many National Bleffings 
may croud and diftinguifh the efifuing Months; when 
all good Men and lovers of: Peace have reafon to hope, 
that a final Stop will be put to thofe Oppreffidns, 
Divifions and Calamities, under which we groan’d fo 
long, and could not be freed from by the’ wifeft Ma- 
nagement, without Time and Deliberation ; and that 
the Safety and Repofe of Evrope, and Great Britain, will 
be eftablifhed upon folid and lafting Foundations. 

My own Inclinations, and the nature of my Defign 
agree to confine me altogether to Things, without 
troubling my felf with Perfoys; but fince there is, in 
the courfe of Publick Affiits, fo clofe a Connexion be- 
tween them, that one cannot poffibly account for the 
former, without fometimes touching upof the latter ; 
I thall comply with this Exception, no further than is 
neceflary in order to do Juftice to my Subjeé ; withour 
taking the leaft Advantage of thofe abominable Prece- 
dents for Scandal and Calumny, fo profufely fcattered 
up and down the Writings 6f the Fattioti and which 
their Abettors fo greedily catch at, as fo many Beauties 
and Ornaments. I fhould do my felf but little Honour 
by excufing a Slip of this ature from the Example of 
thofe, whom no Modefty nor good Manners, no regard 
for Men and Things, Sacred or Prophane, can put any 
reftraint upon. It fhall bé my Rule not to meddle witht 
a Charatter, till the publick. Voice. and courfe of Juftice, 
till indifpurable Notoriety, ahd the Panegyricks of the 
other fide, who often admit fuch Failts as their way of” 
Arguing can eafily juftify, are fufficiens to gve me Coun- 
tenance, and back my Affertions. When Satyr is prov'd 
Unlawful, 1 fhall readily defift: But in the mean rime 
I expect the Benefit of thofe Allowances, by which the 
World is tempted not to fpeak very well of Nero or Cz- 
ligula, tho’ neither of thofe Men ever did us the leaft |: -

acm Tod) upon me, J fhall, with a great deal of 
S risfittion, beftow the better half of my Pains and 
Lev ure, in ing Men's Minds .off from Parties, as 
well as fetting them Rige, When they are under a Ne- 
ceflity of engaging in them... To this purpofé, J thal] 
confider what of the Law-and the Confitution it 
may be proper and feafonable to recommend to the No- 
tice and Obfervation of my Fellow-Subjeéts: And if 
there be any thing in Philofopby, or among the Science:, 
which can be of ufe tothe Publick, F thal] make an 
Exeraé of it, with proper-Remarks, and apply it as 
Oppose directs.

mucad thanto e; and-thall at any time be glad of 
an Occafion to Introduce the Works of my Learned 
Contem ies, and contribute to their juft Value and 
Efteem in .the World. No Church or Nation upon 

Earth is, I believe, better farnith’d with Men of Genius 
and Abilities eo affert and defend eur Conftiturion : 
When the happy Time is come, in which Arts revive

I may alfo find Jeifure now and then to entertain my 
Readers with « Moral Subje&, or fome ufeful Part of 
Criicijm, and the Belles Lettres, fach at leait of them as 
have not of Jate been touch’d upon; unlefs.I am happi- 
ly. prevented, in this Part of my Undertaking, by the
